Explanation: 


There are several verb forms in Japanese, but we will learn the -masu form in this lesson. The ending -masu makes sen- 
tences polite and it is used in formal (polite) conversations. Verbs are words that indicate actions or happenings. Always re- 
member: Japanese sentences end with verbs; -masu can be used for habitual or future action. 


Note: Japanese only has 2 tenses: Past and Non-Past. Therefore, at JapanesePod101.com, this tense is generally referred 
to as the "Polite Non-Past."
